THE FUTURE OF TSINGTAO. 


"Are Foreigners to Have a 
Voice? 

A Tsingtao message af the th. 
inat. atates:—A livaly coatroversy 
has developed in the Shantung 
negotiations regarding foraign 
representation upon the music 
pal council and ifthe city govern~ 
ment of Tsingtao, former German 
model city and port. 

The population of tha city is 
about 130,000 and it is the most 
modern city and port on the coast 
of Asia. 

Under the Shantunx treaty, 
negotia'sd at Washington, the 
Chinese are obliged to give 
foreigners a voice in the 
municipal government, tut no 
detinite regulation is giyen. 

American, ‘British, Japanese 
and other local foreign residents 
in Tsingtao exoress doubt of the 
ability of the Chinese to maintain 
efficiency in the modern city 
owing to past inexperience and 
weakness of the general potitical 
situatian in China.

” The Three Good Tuchuns. 


Although confusion of a dis- 
astrous character prevails in the 
greater part of China it is interest- 
ing to realize that chaos is not 
universal and that in certain 
regions there is decent ruta result- 
ing in steady economic and social 
development, writes: Mr. David 
Fra. Peking correspondent of 
the 7? who is at present in 
London. 

In Chekiang province, for ine 
stance, the Tuchnn, an official of 
the old schoal, is reputed to be 
expending all surplus rescence 
on the construction of roads 
and other put works, He 
maintains & considerable’ army, 
makes» bis soldiers 
work on the enterprises in which 
he is engaged. He does not con- 
tribute to the Central Goverr- 
ment, for the ubviows reason that 
he distrausts Peking sand believes 
he is doing hette> for his country 
by making local improvements, 

rigatda have few .onportunitias 
in. his province, business praspers, 
opinm is not cultivated, education 
is being extended, and there is 
security forteade.

A Deadly Scourge 
“Tuberculosis takes its steady 
toll in deaths year by year and 
attracts no great notice.” “This is 
the comment of Dr. Pearse on the 
alarming mortslity from this 
dread scourge. The adjective is 
fully justified, for during last year 
there were no fewer than 1,494 
deaths from tubercular diseases 
in thig Colony, this being 614 
j more than from ail the other 
dangerous infectious diseases, 
including plague, malaria, cholera, 
smal!-pox, typhoid and diphtheria. 
In other worss, out of every [00 
deaths in the Colony, 47 were 
from tuterculosis. These are 
terrible figures, aod the astound- 
ing thing iz, to use Dr. Pearse’s 
phrese, that they attract "no 
great notice.” We are aware, of 
course, thatthe chief factor in pro-

To Ext2nd to Victoria Gap. 


Some partioulars are givén in 


the annual report of the Director . 


of Public Works regarding new 
motor roads on the Hongkong 
side. Regarding the 20 foot road 
skirting the north sida of the 
hills from Watebai. Gap to 
Magazine Gap, it is stated that it 
was coroplated and surfaced by 
November, with the exception of 
the junciion at Magazine Gap 
with Craigmin Road, this being 
sempotarily held up. On a total 
estimate of $76,000. thera was 
spent up to Dacembar 3ist. last 
STS. . 

Concerning the extansion of 
the 20-foat road from Afsgszine 
Gap tothe south end of Cham- 
berlain Road, the report states 
that a contract for this work was 
let to Messrs. Kien Oo & Ca. in 
April and, in November, a sup- 
plementary agreement was enter. 
ed into with them for extending 
it to Victoria Gap. This road 
forms part of the project to 
provide access to the Peak 
District by motor. Starting as 
Macacine Gap, jt fallaws the tine 
of Craigmin Road until Craigmin 
Weatis reached, thence contour- 
ing the hillside below Craigmin 
Road and round Gough Bill. 
passing at the rear of Stewart 
Terrace, Peak Church, and 
Government Villas with a 
gradient of 1 in 16 it 
then passes ucder Mount Kellett 
Road, and attains its bighest 
elevation of 1,339 Fr. above 
ordnance datum nesr tha Peak 
Garden. From this point it is 
cantinued to Victoria .-ap with 
grades of 1 in 17 and 2 in 18, 
eventually linking up the system 
of motor roads planned for the 
western portion of the City.
